Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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Claims 1-3, 8-10, 13-15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Applicants admitted prior art (AAPA, as disclosed in the background of 
invention). 

AAPA discloses an air tank enclosed in a shroud of an air compressor of conventionally 
known tolerance, shroud ribbing that firmly hold air tanks in place (Background of 
invention Page 2 and 3). 

It has some tolerance but not as desired by the applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-7, 11-12, 16-18, 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over AAPA in view of Jackson (U.S. Patent number 2,329,765). 

AAPA does not disclose the details of the ribbing structure. Jackson discloses a ribbing 

structure that has a first group of ribs in a first direction and a second group of ribs in a 

second direction (44 and 46, Figure 1); where first direction (44) is perpendicular to said 

second direction (46); wherein said first group of ribs (44) intersects said second group 

of ribs (46, as shown in figure 1); support member (52) is in contact with one of said first 

(44) group of ribs and one of said second (46) group of ribs and it is symmetrically 

positioned (Figure 1). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time of invention to modify AAPA in view of Jackson to provide a container to hold fluids 
(Col. 1 II. 29-41)
